Dr.  Clara  E.  Cockerllle,  professor  of  education  at  Westminster  Col- 
lege and  a  1924  graduate  of  Indiana  State  College,  was  awarded  the 
eighth  annual  Alumni  Citation  for  distinguished  service  toward  the  attain- 
ment of  the  high  ideals  and  standards  for  which  the  college  at  Indiana 
stands,  at  the  annual  Alumni  Luncheon  in  Sutton  Hall  Dining  Room,  Indi- 
ana State  College,  May  27,   1961. 

Previous  recipients  of  the  Indiana  State  College  Alumni  Citation  in- 
clude Agnes  Slight  Turnbull  -  famous  American  novelist,  Carl  S.  Weyandt 
-  industrialist,  James  Stewart  -  movie  actor,  James  S.  Mack  -  G.  C.  Murphy 
Company  president,  Mrs.  Ward  C.  Johnson  -  distinguished  past  president 
of  the  Indiana  State  College  General  Alumni  Association  and  chairman 
of  the  Alumni  projects  committee  for  many  years,  Michael  Gendich  -  mem- 
ber of  the  class  of  1935  and  a  Detroit  industralist.  Ralph  W.  and  Harry 
C.  McCreary,  Indiana  industralists,  were  joint  recipients  in   1960. 


After  her  graduation  from  Altoona  High  School,  Dr.  Cockerille  did 
her  undergraduate  work  at  Indiana  State  College  completing  it  in  1924. 
She  then  received  a  bachelor  of  science  degree  from  Northwestern  Uni- 
versity in  1935  and  her  master  of  education  degree  from  Pennsylvania 
State  University  in  1941.  In  1952  she  was  awarded  her  doctor  of  edu- 
cation degree  by  Pennsylbanio  State  University. 

For  a  number  of  years  Dr.  Cockerille  was  an  elementary  teacher, 
principal,  and  supervisor  of  elementary  schools  in  the  Altoona  City  School 
System.  She  then  became  assistant  county  superintendent  of  schools  in 
Armstrong  County. 

In  the  fall  of  1960  she  became  professor  of  education  and  psy- 
chology at  Westminster  College.  She  has  taught  summer  sessions  at  Penn- 
sylvania State  University,  Indiana  State  College,  and  the  University  of 
West  Virginia, 

Dr.  Cockerille  is  a  member  of  Pi  Lambda  Theta,  Kappa  Delta  Pi, 
Delta  Kappa  Gamma,  Business  and  Professional  Women's  Club,  American 
Association  of  University  Women,  and  the  Pennsylvania  Society  for  Crip- 
pled  Children   and   Adults. 

She  was  chairman  of  the  Pennsylvania  Commission  on  Teacher  Edu- 
cation and  Professional  Standard  for  three  years,  a  member  of  Governor 
Leader's  Advisory  Council  on  Education,  attended  President  Eisenhower's 
White  House  Conference  on  Education  in  1956,  and  was  a  member  of 
the  Fulbright  Seminar  in  Comparative  Education   in    1960. 

Dr.  Cockerille  is  a  member  of  the  Advisory  Board  of  the  Altoona 
Campus  of  Pennsylvania  State  University,  and  chairman  of  the  editorial 
committee  of  the   Department  of  Rural   Education   of  the   N.E.A. 

Dr.  Cockerille  has  been  vice  president  of  the  Pennsylvania  Congress 
of  Parents  and  Teachers,  chairman  of  Public  Affairs  for  the  Northeast 
Region   Soroptomist,   International. 

She  is  a  co-author  of  a  college  text  entitled  "Your  School  Music 
Program,"  of  text  materials  in  science  and  social  studies  for  elementary 
schools,  and  a  contributor  to  the  Yearbooks  of  the  National  Elementary 
Principals. 

For  a  number  of  years  Dr.  Cockerille  has  been  doing  a  monthly 
column  on  school  curriculum  for  the  Pennsylvania  School  Journal.  She 
has  also  had  many  articles  in  Childhood  Education,  The  Reading  Teach- 
er,   and   other   magazines. 

Over  the  years  Dr.  Cockerille  has  spoken  to  hundreds  of  teacher 
groups  in  workshops,  institutes,  and  in-service  activities  in  practically 
every  county  in  Pennsylvania  as  well  as  Ohio,  Delaware,  Indiana,  New 
Jersey,  and   Kentucky.

Record  Enrollment  Forecast  for  1961-62 

Indiana  State  College  plans  for  an  enrollment  of  3,340  full  time 
undergraduate  students  in  September,  1961,  Dr.  Willis  E.  Pratt,  president 
of  the  college,  indicated  today. 

In  addition  to  the  full  time  undergraduate  students.  Dr.  Pratt  said, 
there  will  be  about  150  part  time  undergraduate  students  and  550  or 
more  graduate  students  taking  part  time  courses  in  any  one  semester.  In 
total,  there  will  be  about  1,000  different  persons  registered  in  graduate 
courses  at  one  time  or  another  in  the  1961-62  year  in  the  graduate  divi- 
sion. 

The  college  at  Indiana  plans  for  a  controlled  growth  of  full  time 
undergraduate  student  enrollment  to  be  approximately  5,500  by  Septem- 
ber, 1970.  There  will  also  be  a  total  enrollment  of  about  1,500  to  2,000 
part  time  graduate  students. 

In  order  to  meet  the  demands  placed  upon  Indiana  State  College  by 
this  gradually  increasing  enrollment,  the  college  has  a  multi-million  dollar 
building  program  under  way  through  the  Pennsylvania  State  Government 
and  the  Pennsylvania  General  State  Authority. 

Immediately  on  the  books  for  construction  are  three  women's  dormi- 
tories to  be  placed  on  the  site  of  the  present  athletic  field  some  time 
during  the  1961  year,  probably  in  the  late  fall,  one  men's  dormitory  to 
be  constructed  probably  in  the  area  of  Whitmyre  Hall,  and  a  home  eco- 
nomics building  to  be  constructed  along  Grant  Street  between  Eleventh 
Street  and  Pratt  Drive. 

Along  with  the  new  athletic  field  construction,  these  five  buildings 
will  amount  to  approximately  four  million  dollars. 

In  the  very  near  future,  after  these  five  buildings,  there  will  be  one 
dining  room  constructed  along  Grant  Street  near  the  home  economics 
building,  a  new  wing  to  the  Science  building  containing  thirty  rooms,  and 
another  women's  dormitory.  These  three  structures  will  cost  approximate- 
ly three  million  dollars. 

Already  there  has  been  allocated  the  sum  of  $75,000  for  plans  for 
a  new  badly  needed  field  house  at  Indiana  State  College.  These  plans 
are  now  being  drawn  up.  The  field  house,  it  is  anticipated  will  cost 
$1,750,000.  These  facilities  are  very  greatly  needed  at  Indiana  for  the 
health  and  physical  education  program  of  3,340  students  who  are  al- 
ready scheduled  to  be  attending  the  college  in  Indiana  next  fall. 

Scholarship  Program  Continues  To  Increase 

The  value  of  scholarships  held  by  students  at  Indiana  State  College 
for  the  1960-61  academic  year  totals  about  $45,500,  according  to  Dr. 
S.  Trevor  Hadley,  dean  of  students  at  the  college. 

This  amount  does  not  include  more  than  $172,000  in  National  Stu- 
dent Defense  Loans  and  almost  $70,000  per  year  in  student  employment 
at  the  college.  Dr.  Hadley  said. 

Sixty-nine  of  these  scholarships  come  from  the  Corinne  Menk  Wahr 
Scholarship  Foundation  controlled  by  the  college,  sixteen  come  from  the 
Syntron  Corporation,  and  one  hundred  and  thirty  five  from  other  organi- 
zations and  institutions  making  a  total  of  220  Indiana  State  College 
students  known  to  have  direct  scholarships. 


The  Corinne  Menk  Wahr  Scholarships  were  esfablished  through  the 
generosity  of  Mrs.  Wahr,  a  graduate  of  Indiana  State  College  in  the  class 
of  1916.  Amounts  of  the  Wahr  Scholarships  range  from  $50.00  per  year 
to  $250.00,  payable  in  the  designated  amount  for  each  of  four  years. 

Applicants  for  Wahr  Scholarships  must  be  residents  of  Pennsylvania 
and  must  be  interested  in  the  teaching  profession.  Applications  are  se- 
cured from  the  office  of  the  dean  of  students.  Policies  governing  this 
scholarship  fund  are  established  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  administer- 
ed by  a  committee  appointed  by  the  president  of  the  college. 

Through  the  Syntron  Foundation  of  Homer  City,  four  scholarships  of 
$300  are  awarded  annually  to  freshmen.  Preference  is  given  to  grad- 
uates of  Laura  Lamar,  Blairsville,  and  Indiana  High  Schools.  The  sixteen 
scholarships,  good  for  four  years  are  in  effect  each  year.  Applications 
are  filed  with  the  office  of  the  dean  of  students  early  in  the  second  semes- 
ter of  the  academic  year. 

Among  the  other  scholarships  given  to  Indiana  State  College  stu- 
dents are  those  furnished  by  the  Kiwanis  Club  of  Indiana,  Rotary  Club  of 
Indiana,  Pennsylvania  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs,  the  Presser  Foun- 
dation, and  various  state  scholarships. 

There  are  also  special  purpose  and  memorial  scholarships  such  as 
those  entitled  Helen  Wood  Morris,  Lenore  Pechan,  Lieutenant  Alpheus 
Bell  Clark,  Hannah  Kent  Schoff  and  various  other  miscellaneous  scholar- 
ships furnished  by  one  hundred  different  organizations,  clubs,  service 
groups,  and   business  firms  in  Western   Pennsylvania. 


Administrative  Reorganization  Planned 

Indiana  State  College  is  working  on  a  reorganization  of  the  ad- 
ministrative setup  of  the  college,  according  to  Dr.  Willis  E.  Pratt,  president 
of  the  college. 

The  reorganization  of  the  college  envisages  an  eventual  develop- 
ment of  three  main  divisions  for  administrative  purposes;  the  first  to  be 
instructional  —  both  graduate  and  undergraduate;  second  —  student 
affairs;  and  the  third  —  business  affairs. 

One  of  the  facets  of  the  administrative  revisions  at  Indiana  State 
College  will  be  the  transfer  of  all  administrative  offices  to  Clark  Hall 
which  is  now  being  reconstructed  as  an  administration  building.  For  the 
past  two  decades  it  had  been  a  dormitory  for  women  students.  It  is  antici- 
pated that  the  administrative  offices  will  be  moved  to  Clark  Hall  some- 
time about  June  15,  Dr.  Pratt  said. 

In  the  revision  of  the  administrative  functions  in  the  three  principal 
areas  student  affairs  will  include  all  student  activities  together  with  the 
Cooperative  Association  Bookstore  and  Student  Union.  Also  in  the  stu- 
dent affairs  division  will  be  the  offices  of  the  dean  of  students,  dean  of 
men,  dean  of  women,  admissions,  testing,  and  the  advisory  program  of 
the  college. 

Academic  affairs  will  include  the  graduate  and  undergraduate  facili- 
ties, Keith  School,  the  studfent  teaching  program,  and  library  staff. 

Business  affairs  will  include  fiscal  affairs,  procurement,  clerical  staff, 
maintenance,   house  directors,  and  food  service.

AS  IT  MUST  TO  ALL 

•  Dr.  Mary  McKibben  Harper, 
1886,  a  physician,  author,  former 
rural  school  teacher  and  founder 
of  a  charity  Braille  service  in 
Chicago,  died  January  26,    1961. 

Dr.  Harper  died  at  550  Bigelow 
Street,  Pittsburgh,  where  she  had 
been   living. 

In  1927  she  founded  the  Braille 
service  for  the  needy  blind  in 
Chicago  and  in  1929  the  "Tiny 
Tim  Bed"  for  Dickens  Fellowship 
in  Women's  and  Children's  Hos- 
pital  in  the  same  city. 

She  served  as  co-editor  of  the 
"Medical  Review  of  Reviews" 
from  1928  to  1934,  was  editor  of 
"Women  in  Medicine,"  1926  to 
1938,  served  as  a  medical  cor- 
respondent on  an  around-the- 
world  trip  in  1925  and  wrote  a 
series  of  travel  articles  published 
after   1926. 

Born  in  Frankfort  Spring,  Pa., 
she  was  graduated  from  Indiana 
State  College.  She  taught  school 
in  Beaver  County,  later  in  Mc- 
Keesport. 

Following  employment  in  lab- 
oratory work  in  Wiesbaden,  Ger- 
many, in  1895,  she  attended  the 
University  of  Michigan  where  she 
received  her  M.D.  degree  in  1899. 
She  practiced  medicine  in  McKees- 
port  from  1899  to  1903  and  in 
and  around  Chicago  from  1903 
to  1925. 

•  Katherine  W.  Johnson  Kline, 
1890,  died  March  29,  1961.  She 
is  the  sister  of  Eliza  Johnson, 
1897,  of  Pittsburgh. 

•  Margaret  E.  Shaw  Forrester, 
1894,  died  March  29,  1961.  She 
is  the  sister  of  Annette  Shaw, 
1897. 

•  Nannie  Euwer,  1895,  died 
March  8,   1961. 

•  Bernadette  O'Connell,  1897, 
died  April  13,  1961,  in  the  Edge- 
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wood  Nursing  Home,  Baltimore, 
Md.  She  was  82  years  of  age  at 
the  time  of  her  death.  She  taught 
in  Prospect  School,  Johnstown, 
from  1897  to  1914,  and  from 
1914  until  her  retirement  in  1942, 
she  taught  at  the  Union  Street 
School.  Altogether  she  was  a 
teacher  in  Johnstown  for  45 
years. 

•  Marian  Gray  Wilson,  1905, 
died   April   6,    1961. 

•  Ann  Laura  Buterbaugh,  1906, 
died  March  10,  1961,  in  Kingston, 
Jamaica,  British  West  Indies.  After 
her  graduation  from  the  college 
in  Indiana,  she  received  a  degree 
in  music  from  Cornell  and  in  home 
economics  from  Carnegie  Tech. 
She  also  had  an  M.A.  degree 
from  Columbia  University. 

She  was  a  supervisor  of  music 
in  the  Johnstown  Public  School 
System  for  a  number  of  years  and 
later  taught  in  the  home  econom- 
ics department  of  the  Indiana 
Public  School  System  until  her  re- 
tirement. 

•  Esther  Dickie  Hunger,  1911, 
died  April  6,  1961,  in  the  Vincent 
Pallotti  Hospital,  Morgantown, 
West  Virginia. 

Mrs.  Hunger  had,  before  her 
death,  arranged  for  a  gift  in  her 
honor  "reference  materials  in 
music"  to  be  placed  in  the  col- 
lege library.  Her  son  has  just  sent 
a  check,  in  the  sum  of  $148,  to 
cover  the  material. 

Dr.  Pratt's  letter  to  Mrs.  Hunger 
reads  in  part  as  follows: 

"A  presentation  of  reference 
materials  has  been  placed  in  the 
library  of  this  college  as  a  testi- 
mony in  your  honor  by  your  son 
and  his  wife.  Dr.  &  Mrs.  A.  B. 
Hunger,  Jr.  of  York,  Pennsylvania.

The  graduate  program  will  off- 
er 1  1  courses  during  the  pre-ses- 
sion,  June  9  through  June  22;  44 
courses  during  the  main  session, 
June  26  through  August  4;  and 
1  2  courses  during  the  post-session, 
August  4  through    1 8. 

One  of  the  outstanding  features 
of  the  1961  summer  sessions 
graduate  program  is  a  special 
workshop  in  Community  and 
School  Health  Education.  Scholar- 
ships are  available  for  this  work- 
shop. 

Dr.  Arthur  Harnett  of  Pennsyl- 
vania State  University  will  direct 
the  workshop  with  the  assistance 
of  an  outstanding  staff.  Dr.  Har- 
nett is  chairman  of  the  health 
education  at  Penn  State  and  is  a 
nationally  recognized  author  and 
educator  in  this  field. 
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Ours  Is  The  Largest  State  College 


•  Indiana  State  College  is  the 
largest  of  the  fourteen  Pennsyl- 
vania State  Colleges  according  to 
an  annual  study  made  by  the 
Pennsylvania  Department  of  Pub- 
lic  Instruction. 

Enrollment  at  Indiana  over  the 
period  shown  in  this  study  from 
1956,  1957,  1958,  1959,  and 
1960,  has  been  the  largest  of  all 
the  Commonwealth  State  Col- 
leges. 

As  of  the  current  year  Indiana, 
with  3100  students,  is  the  only 
one  of  the  14  state  colleges  with 
an  enrollment  over  3,000.  Second 
largest  enrollment  is  that  of  West 
Chester  at  2,414,  and  third  larg- 
est is  California  with  2,204.  These 
figures  do  not  include  part-time 
students  and  graduate  program 
enrollment. 

Millerville  with  1,753  students 
is  the  fourth  largest  of  the  Penn- 
sylvania State  Colleges,  Blooms- 
burg  with  1,737  is  the  fifth,  and 
Kutztown  with   1,477  is  the  sixth. 

Other  colleges   in   the   order  of 


their  size  are  as  follows:  East 
Stroudsburg  -  1414,  Edinboro  - 
1411,  Clarion  -  1348,  Shippens- 
burg  -  1317,  Slippery  Rock  -  1312, 
Lock  Haven  -  1098,  Mansfield  - 
1008,  and  Cheyney  -  833. 

The  fourteen  state  colleges 
have  a  total  enrollment  for  the 
1961  year  of  22,423.  Enrollment 
of  all  the  colleges  in  1956  was 
14,872.  Enrollment  in  the  state 
colleges  as  a  whole  has  mounted 
sharply  in  recent  years.  Student 
enrollment  in  October,  1957  was 
15,957,  1958  -  18,050,  and  in 
1959  -  19,743. 

In  general,  the  pattern  of  all 
the  colleges  follows  the  total  en- 
rollment pattern  of  a  rather  rapid 
growth  in  the  past  five  years  or 
more.  The  average  rate  of  growth 
for  all  the  fourteen  Pennsylvania 
State  Colleges  in  total  since  1956 
has  been  an  increase  of  7,550  or 
about  fifty  per  cent.  It  is  deemed 
likely  that  total  enrollment  in 
these  Commonwealth  state  col- 
leges will  probably  double  by 
1970.

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Indiana  Graduate  Credit  May  Be  Used 
Toward  Attaining  Principal's  Certificate 


•  A  graduate  student  completing 
the  requirements  for  the  master  of 
education  degree  at  Indiana  State 
College  may  in  effect  use  18  se- 
mester hours  of  the  masters  pro- 
gram here  toward  an  elementary 
principal  or  secondary  principal 
certificate,  according  to  Dr.  I.  L. 
Stright,  director  of  the  graduate 
studies  at  Indiana  State  College. 

In  order  to  use  these  18  hours 
toward  the  principal's  certificate 
the  student  in  his  program  at  Indi- 
ana must  have  completed  six  se- 
mester hours  of  course  work  in  the 
area:  "Social  Structure  and  Place 
of  the  School   in   Society". 

The  Indiana  courses  in  "Foun- 
dations of  Education"  such  as 
Philosophy  of  Education  and 
Social  Foundations  of  Education 
will  be  considered  appropriate  for 
this  area. 


After  having  completed  re- 
quirements for  the  master's  de- 
gree at  Indiana,  including  the  6 
semester  hours  in  the  foundaion 
courses,  the  sudent  can  qualify 
for  one  or  the  other  of  the  princi- 
pal certificates  by  completing  12 
semester  hours  of  graduate  work 
in  an  institution  approved  by  the 
department  for  adminisrative  cer- 
tification 

These  1  2  hours  at  the  approved 
institution  should  be  taken  as  fol- 
lows: 6  semester  hours  in  the  area 
of  "Instructional  Processes"  and  6 
semester  hours  in  "Administrative 
Processes". 

Verification  of  this  understand- 
ing has  been  given  by  Joseph 
Meister  and  W.  R.  Williams,  in  the 
Bureau  of  Higher  Education,  Penn- 
sylvania Department  of  Public  In- 
struction,  Dr.  Stright  said. 


Student  Housing   Fee  Unchanged 


•  Housing  fee  for  students  at 
Indiana  State  College  will  con- 
tinue without  change  at  the  S7.00 
per  week  figure  as  the  fee  is  now, 
according  to  Dr.  Willis  E.  Pratt, 
president  of  the  college. 

Recent  action  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  made  possible  the  contin- 
uation of  the  S7.00  charge  for 
housing  fee.  Originally,  the  hous- 
ing fee  had  been  scheduled  to  be 
increased  from  S7.00  to  $8.00 
per  week  for  the  1961-62  aca- 
demic year.  However,  by  discon- 
tinuing doing  the  student's  per- 
sonal laundry  at  the  college  laun- 
dry, it  is  possible  to  continue  the 
$7.00  housing  fee  charge  as  at 
the  present  time. 

Students  who  wish  personal 
laundry   will    then    be   required   to 


pay   $1.00   extra   for   this   service. 
Dr.  Pratt  said. 

Students  who  live  in  the  private 
dormitories,  including  Conestoga 
House,  Grant  House,  Locust  House, 
Seminole  House,  and  Chippewa 
House,  will  continue  to  pay  $6.00 
per  week  to  the  owners  of  their 
respective  houses  and  $1.00  per 
week  to  the  College  for  mainte- 
nance and  supervision. 

If  these  students  wish  to  have 
personal  laundry  service,  they  will 
be  required  to  pay  S2.00  for 
maintenance  and  laundry  service. 
The  sheets  and  pillow  cases  will 
be  considered  as  part  of  the  room 
rent  and  not  as  part  of  the  per- 
sonal laundry,  President  Pratt  ex- 
plained. 
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Honor  Roll  for  Alumni  Annual  Giving 


•  The  Annual  Giving  program  of 
the  Alumni  Association  was 
launched  with  a  letter,  dated 
November  30,  1960,  signed  by 
Dr.  Willis  E.  Pratt,  President  of  the 
College,  and  Mr.  Franklin  George, 
President  of  the  Alumni  Associ- 
ation. The  letter,  together  with  a 
contribution  card,  was  mailed  to 
all  graduates. 

The  letter  asked  each  graduate 
to  support  the  Alumni  Association 
by  paying  the  annual  dues  of  $2 


per  year  and,  in  addition,  to 
pledging  an  amount  of  $3,  $5,  or 
$10  per  year  to  support  the  col- 
lege. The  Annual  Giving  Program 
will  enable  the  Alumni  Association 
to  prepare  materials  such  as  the 
Alumni  Bulletin. 

The  results  of  the  campaign 
show  that  a  total  of  $2,540.50 
has  been  received  on  the  Annual 
Giving  Program,  on  dues  $1,734.- 
50,  making  a  total  of  $4,275.00. 
In  addition,  pledges  in  the  sum  of 
$1,281.00  were  received.
